sel. The brief filed by Choate begin, by 
reciting that by law of the nations the mu- 
nicipal laws of the country have no extra 
territorial force and cannot operate on for- 
eign vessels on the high seas, and it is le- 
gally impossible under public law for a for 
eign vessel to commit a breach of munioi 
pal law beyond the limits of the territorial 
jurisdiction of the law making States 
that the seizure of a foreign vesael beyonc 
the limits of municipal territorial jurisdic- 
tion for a breooh of uianioip_l regulations 
is not warranted by the law of nations, 
and such seizure cannot give jurisdiction 
to the courts of the offended country

Committee, finds that the alleged contract 
was prepared by Richard 0. Wood, that 
all signatures thereto were forged and that 
Governor Foraker and Murat Halstead 
aided in uttering eaid forgery but that 
neither Forakor nor Halstsad knew the 
same was a forgery. 


The committee finds that no one of the 


persons whose names appear on said 
alleged contract had, or has, either dir«dt1y 
or indirectly any unlawful, corrupt or Ire- 
proper, or any other connection with or 
Interest in ballot boxes. A supplementary 
report signed by all of the members except. 
Chairman Mason, say they believe a care- 
fal scrutiny of the forged paper must have 
shown ils (alee character. The high sta- 
tions a'.ta'ned ia public aff.iirs by the 
persons whose names were forged, should 
have suggested a verification of the corrupt 
paper before it was uttered or published. 
Tbe publication shoving Campbells imme 
and suppressing other signatures was 
almost as bad as the original fabrication of 
the paper.

deserving the oondemuatiou of all parties 
and all good citizens.

What an Intelligent and Observing Trav- 


eler (Says of It* Present Condition 
and Future Protpecti. 


EDITOR JOTJBNAL:—Beplying to your re- 


quest for a comparison of the condition of 
your State with those recently visited by 
myself, and especially that of your city 
with cities of your sister States, I am 
pleased to submit the following observa- 
tions for your consideration: 


BEOINNINO WITH 'WASHINGTON, 


We have a complex question to deal with. 
That State is just now entering upon what 
I take to be a reaction of the boom that 
gave to it an impetus; far beyond its capa- 
bilities to sastaiu at this time, placing the 
resources of that State at a great disadvan- 
tage. We find that within the past ten 
years the State has increased in population 
about ten fold without a corresponding in- 
crease in the development of its resources, 
he increase in population being confined 
almost wholly to the cities and towns. 
This state of things I imagine to havo been 
brought about by the building of railroads, 
and a desire of the peTople living east of the 
Hooky mountains to escape from a climate 
where not only the elements, bat the atmos- 
phere itself had become a deadly enemy. 
fo these people it mattered little what the 
'uture promised, immediate relief being 
be moving consideration. This immigra- 
ion 
necessarily urged the building cf 


louses, improving of property, and with 
he building oi railroads, employment for 
all classes was plenty and easily obtained, 
lardly had this work been finished before 
he great fires of Seattle, Spokane avid El- 
eniburg. The fever was still at its height 
and these cities wero rebuilt, giving contin- 
ued employment to those who by that time 
had about reached the end of their labors. 
All of this time, however, the people wera 
locking to the cities, tha center ot at true- 
ion, and not one dollar or one hour's 
aboi was being expended in the develop- 
ment of the country or its resources. 


V'hy sir, you may now seat yourself at a 


able ia a restaurant in any city on Puget 
Sound and not one item on the bill of f »re 
will be a home production. I do not claim 
hat Washington will not support the cities 
t has in time, but it certainly will not do so 
until at least as much time and capital has 
>een expended in tho development of her 
esonrces, which are many and varied. 
?his means a dull period of at least ten 
ears for that unfortunate State. I say un- 
ortunate as I believe any State or city to 
ie unfortunate that has ever been visited 
}y a boom. 
At the present time Washing- 


on seems to be suffering more than any 
ther Pacific State in point of finance, and 
ailures are frequent and disastrous. A 
enetal feeling of uueismesa prevails in 
he commercial world, and I fear, the 
worst ia to come. How can it be otherwise?

s exported from that country now than 
here was when Seattle and Tacoma bad 
De-tenth their present population.

lew exports are heard from, but many and 
normons imports are recorded,

on, I think, is a great State with wonder- 
ul possibilities, but many of the present 
nhabitanti will not be there to reap the 
enefit.

Money 
is very tight, and interest high, loans on 
real estate in the Salt Biver Valley, which 
by tho way is the best portion of Arizona, 
being from twelve to twenty-four par cent. 
per annum, Interest payable quarterly; the 
prevailing 
rate, however, being about 


eighteen per oent. per annum. Business is 
quiet, und commercial people complain 
bitterly of dull times and scarcity of 
money. Like Nevada, they want aad need 
a silver bill that will make their silver 
mines of some use. Bailroad monopoly is 
also keeping Arizona back. 
Once a com- 


peting road enters the Salt river valley 
that country wUl becosao Southern Califor- 


nia's greatest rival in ravins and citrus 
frniti. The climate » of the flnett for that 
purpose, while the people engaged In that 
business would have an advantage of some 
eight hundred miles in way of freighting to 
market.

One hears 
more complaint of Nevada within the 
borders of the St.Ue than out of it. Of 
course outsider* think yorir tax rate is high 
bnt you are in a fair way to reduce that now 
by reconstructing your Constitution. Labor- 
ing aa you do under the disadvantage of 
but one railroad and that, as the Irishman 
says, "forninst you", and lack of irrigation, 
with silver worth but littlo more than tin, 
Nevada makes a 
remarkable showing. 


Your cities and towns seem to hold their 
own and more. 


BENO 


Certainly is a credit to the State and would 
be to any State. Her business men are en- 
terprising go ahead people, all iu fair con- 
dition financially, and doing aa ranch bus- 
iness as any in towns of much larger pop- 
ulation anywhere in the West. Of course 
times are dull nnd money scarce but not 
more so in Nevada than anywhere else. 
The cause I do not pretend to know, 
and am unable to supply a remedy.

With water (which is availa- 
ble too) you can grow anything and I ven- 
ture the assertion that were the Beno und 
Wasboe valleys under irrigation, Beno 
wonld be what Virginia City was in the 
zenith of its glory, only upon a permanent 
basis, and a paradise, where people wonld 
build homes and live, contributing not only 
to the wealth of your State, but to your 
population, in a way that wonld give the lie 
to those who predict the depopulation of 
Nevada. Mr. Editor,, reduce' yonr State 
md county expenses by revising your 
Constitution. 
California prospers under a 


new Constitution, wby not Nevada? 


Get water on your arid lands if within 


your power, and by all means release your 
State from boas inle, and adopt the Aus- 
tralian ballot system, and the real estate 
valves of yonr commonwealth will be as 
steady as those of the city of Beno.
